Eor a length conforming substantially 
t j the length of the cutting edge 12, the 
blade 4 is curved upwardly when viewed 
5 in side elevation as best indicated in 
Figure 1, and the cutting edge is curved 
in conformity with the curvature of the 
blade so that the gap or mouth 11 is of 
equal width throughout its length. 

10 The device is used by pressing the cut- 
ting edge 12 against the surface of the 
potato while moving the device along the 
potato and it will be seen that by reason 
of the curvature of the blade and cutting 

16 edge there is presented to the convex sur- 
face of the potato a concave surface of 
the blade and a concave cutting edge 
which together enable the potato to be 
peeled more quickly than with the con- 

20 ventional form of peeler and with no 
more than the normal amount of waste. 

The forward end of the blade 4 may be 
chamferred as indicated at 13 so as to 
form a point 14 which provides means for 

25 ricking out eyes and blemishes in the 
potato. 

While in the embodiments described 
and illustrated the blade is of V cross- 
section it will be understood that it may 
30 be of other channel section, as for instance 



substantially semi-circular. 

Having now particularly described and 
ascertained the nature of my said inyen- 
tion and in what manner the same is 
to be performed, 1 declare that what [ 85 
claim is: — 

1. A potato peeler comprising a blad-5 
of channel shape in cross-section having 
an outwardly projecting part or out- 
wardly displaced portion which is 40 
sharpened to form a cutting edge, 
wherein the blade and the cutting edge 
are curved so that a concave surface of 
the blade and a concave cutting edge are 
presented to the convex surface of the 45 
potato to be peeled. 

2. A potato peeler according to claim 1, 
wherein the curvature extends for a 
length conforming substantially to the 
length of the cutting edge. 50 

3. A potato peeler constructed substan- 
tially as hereinbefore described with 
reference to the accompanying* drawing. 
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
